Reports on the tomato crop show more uniformity 


than at any time since canning commenced, Only 
a very small percentage of canners expect a good pro- 
duction from their acreage, which in nine out of ten 
cases is less than they harvested in 1903. 
nner 
A large packer guesses that the total production of 
tomatoes in the United States this season will be 
3,000,000 cases. What’s your guess? Last year’s 
(estimated) pack was approximately 10,175,000 cases, 
and the average for the last three years 8,200,000 cases. 
nne 
With fewer factories packing tomatoes and with the 
acreage smaller than last year’s, Indiana’s pack may be 
expected to fall considerably short of the production 
of either 1903 or 1902, approximately 1,000,000 cases 
having been turned out by the packers in that state 
in both those years. 
RnRe 
Those packers who have not as yet complied with 
our request for figures showing the size of their packs 
of peas, both this year and last, will confer a favor by 
forwarding the information as early as possible. We 
have received very gratifying responses to the letters 
sent out, but a few in each state have failed so far 
to respond, and unless we have the co-operation of 
every packer in the country we will necessarily fail in 
our undertaking, which is to compile complete statis- 
tics of the total pea pack for the United States. Such 
statistics would be valuable as well as extremely inter- 
esting and we trust packers of this vegetable will co- 
operate with us. Each individual packer’s report will 
be considered as confidential. 
RR 
The weekly review of trade in the Chicago district, 
prepared by R. G. Dun & Co., the commercial agency, 
says that “Considering the enormous financial loss in- 
curred and the privation caused within the last two 
months, the decision of the packing house strikers to 
return to work has removed a most serious obstacle 
to business. This clearing of the industrial atmos- 
phere encourages renewed effort among the manufac- 
turers, and it may suggest the early termination of la- 
bor controversies which are impeding progress in the 
production of machinery, woodwork and _ clothing. 
Notwithstanding these interferences the manufactur- 
ing situation presents evidence of widening activity. 
The demand exhibits distinct improvement in the lead- 
ing departments. Distributive trade sustains the ad- 
vance noted last week.” Dun’s review of the general 
business situation says that “Signs of better conditions 
in the leading manufacturing industries multiply.” 
Bradstreet’s general trade review states: “Trade, crop 
and industrial developments have been generally fav- 
orable this week. All in all the prospects continue fay- 
orable for a fairly active trade in most lines, but noth- 
ing in the way of record-breaking is looked for in gen- 
eral business or in crop outturn.” 
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All Eyes on Tomatoes. 


LL interests, from canners to consumers, have 
their eyes on tomatoes. The character of ad- 


vices concerning the crop compels attention, 





for without exception every state reports poor 
prospects. The East and the West, the North and the 
Pacific coast all report the practical certainty of a much 
smaller production than last year. 

[f Maryland, which last year produced an estimated 
pack of 4,690,000 cases, which was nearly 50 per cent 
of the entire pack of the country, will pack but 50 to 
60 per cent of that quantity this year, the decrease 
in that state alone will make considerable difference 
in the country’s total. If Indiana, which last year 


vacked about 1,000,000 cases, packs but 75 per cent of 
the quantity that season, the total will be further re- 
duced. 


If Virginia and West Virginia, which together 


in 1903 packed 950,000 cases of tomatoes, put up about 
60 per cent of a pack this year, the country’s aggre- 
gate production will be still further reduced; while if 
western New York, which made quite a respectable 
showing last year, falls off and Delaware, New Jersey 
and Ohio, which combined packed approximately 1,- 
750,000 cases in 1903, pack 25 to 35 per cent less in 
1904 (and that is the present prospect), the case is set- 
tled; the total output will be heavily short of either 
1903, when an estimated pack of 10,160,000 cases was 
made, or 1902, when the production was estimated at 
9,500,000. 

In the meantime packing goes on, steadily in some 
localities, intermittently in others. And buyers are 
closely watching the course of events. They appear 
careless, but they are not. They are interested in the 
outcome, despite the mask of indifference they wear. 


What Emerson Said. 


MERSON said that “If a man write a better 
book, preach a better sermon, or make a better 





mousetrap than his neighbor, though he bui!d 
his house in the woods, the world will make a 


beaten path to his door.” He might have added that 


if a packer put up better goods than his neighbor pack- 
er, the public will demand his product in preference 
to the inferior article. 

Reputation—good name and fame—is the most valu- 
able asset the canner can have. A label that stands for 
both possesses a value of thousands. How many pack- 
ers are able to say: My name is my fortune? Very 
few, comparatively speaking; yet we have among 
yackers some striking examples of men who were far- 
sighted enough to see that the greatest profits in can- 
ning were to be made by putting up quality, by main- 
taining quality averaging high enough season after 
season to gain for them a reputation and to create such 


a demand and preference for their goods that enables 
them to readily sell their products at a good margin 
over what lesser known packers can sell theirs for. 

To be sure, every canner can’t pack the best goods, 
win the most fame, nor sell at the highest prices, but 
there are comparatively few who can’t put up better 
quality. None has attained perfection. Higher aver- 
age quality for the whole output is bound to make 
canned goods more popular, and therefore to increase 
and broaden the demand and benefit the industry. A 
better quality of canned goods is produced in this coun- 
try than ever before, but there is room for further 
improvement, and the way to achieve the desired end 
is for each unit, each individual packer, to give more 
attention to quality. The average of the whole produc- 
tion will then be raised, and the public will make a 
beaten path to the stores of every grocer in the land 
and the per capita consumption of canned goods will 
be largely increased. 


The Mutual Defense Association. 


HE “Mutual Defense association” is the name 

under which several hundred retail grocers 
throughout Pennsylvania are about to band 
themselves together for the purpose of secur- 
ing mutual protection against prosecution under the 
food laws of that state. As we understand it, a parent 
organization having about one hundred members has 
been formed in Philadelphia with the intention of ex- 
tending its membership until it has ramifications 
throughout the entire state of Pennsylvania. 

This organization is unique in the history of the pure 
food movement. It was formed because State Food 
Commissioner Warren has been making it extremely 
uncomfortable for dealers in unlawful food products, 
who, it appears, think that by organizing a league for 
mutual protection they will be able to withstand the 
onslaughts of “the strenuous food commissioner.” 

The Mutual Defense association, we understand, will 
pay the cost of defending all cases which may be 
brought against any of its members, with certain reser- 
vations, these being cases growing out of the sale of 
such illegal products as impure milk, adulterated drugs, 
liquors or oleomargarine. It will also refuse to de- 
fend the case of any member who has failed to get a 
guarantee of purity from the manufacturer or the job- 
ber from whom the goods were bought. It will, how- 





ever, defend the member who “has a case.” If he 
hasn’t a case, the association will not attempt a de- 
fense, and if the case is clear and admits of no de- 
fense, the association will pay the member’s fine and 
costs without expense to him. If the case does admit 
of a defense, it will be carried to the highest court, if 
necessary, entirely at the expense of the organization. 
Membership in this unique organization of food 
dealers will be confined to retail grocers. It is said 
that interior members will be furnished the services of 
resident attorneys and chemists to be retained in every 
county in the state. In such cities as Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia high grade lawyers and chemists will be 
employed to look after the members’ interests. 
Contrary to what might be supposed, we are in- 
formed that the association was not organized to an- 
tagonize the officials of the state food department, but 
rather as an insurance organization. Members must 
pay certain fees and comply with the association’s re- 
quirements, for which it agrees to bear the entire bur- 
den of defending them in cases which may be brought 
against them for violating the food laws. If the Mu- 
tual Defense association starts out with fair success 
it is safe to say that similar organizations will be 
formed in every state in which infractions of the food 
iaws are vigorously prosecuted, as in Pennsylvania. 
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We are rapidly apporaching the climax of the corn 
and tomato canning season. The fact that light frosts 
have fallen in practically all of the northern tier of 
states, notwithstanding that no actual damage to 
canners’ crops as a result of the low temperature is 
reported, is more than a mere reminder of what is to 
come and strengthens many in their belief that the 
canning period will not be an extended one this year. 
A number of factories will be closed down before 
the end of the present month, and will not wait for 
frost as the signal for them to do so. In quite a few 
instances packing will not be continued even up to the 
close of September, which is very unusual. 

Tomatoes. 


Advices received by THe CANNER from all the prin- 
cipal tomato packing sections of the country are not 
indicative of any general improvement in the crop. 
Reports from Indiana are, on the whole, still of a dis- 
couraging character. It would appear that in that 
state, the canners, as a rule, expect from 50 to 75 per 
cent of their 1903 yield, proportioned to the acreage, 
which is reduced. Some say they do not expect more 
than one-third of a crop from parts of their acreage, 
but the date of frost will have much to do with the 
size of Indiana’s production. Tomatoes are ripening 
very slowly in Missouri. Some packers look for a fair 
yield, but with very few exceptions Missouri canners 
expect a small output. A few report total failure of 
their crops; others expect only 25 to 40 per cent of 
their normal packs. Tomatoes seem to have improved 
somewhat at points in Ohio, although in some locali- 
ties there packing promises to end early. The western 
New York tomato pack will be smaller than last year’s. 
The acreage is less and fewer factories are handling 
this vegetable. New Jersey advices indicate that the 
tomato crop in certain districts in that state compares 
favorably with last vear. They say, however, that 
the season will end early. If there has been any im- 
provement in the Maryland tomato crop it has occurred 
since the date of Tur CANNER’s advices. As previous- 
ly reported, the acreage is much short of last season 
and the condition of the crop much worse. In some 
important tomato growing localities in Maryland the 
crop has gone apparently from bad to worse and the 
bulk of it, as reported by some, promises to be over 
in about ten days more. Drought is being complained 
of. Virginia continues to report an unsatisfactory 
crop situation. 

A large Baltimore canned goods interests comments 
on the tomato situation in this wise: “During the past 
two weeks there have been unfavorable developments 
regarding the crop. and the weather conditions have 
not improved. There is a gradually increasing demand 
for them, and the buying orders during the past week 
came from nearly all sections. We do not anticipate 
any boom in prices, but do look for a healthy improve- 
ment in all markets.” Another well-posted Baltimore 
concern reports that “The situation here is very pecu- 
liar. The reports we are getting indicate a heavy 
shortage as compared with last vear, even though frost 
should hold off until late in the season. Packers seem 
to think that the pack of tomatoes in this section will 
not be over half of last year’s.” 

It is noteworthy that a considerable number of to- 
mato canneries will very shortly suspend operations for 


the season, after an unusually brief run, regardless of 
the arrival or non-atrival of frost, as quite a good 
many packers in writing us state that they contemplate 
an eatly cessation of work in their factories, owing to 
their being no tomatoes on the vines, or afi instifficient 
quantity at least to warrant factory owners in keeping 
their plants open. Receipts in the “glut period,” which 
is already past in some districts, have been smaller 
than in former years, excepting perhaps in some few 
localities where the vines yielded more abundantly than 
in the majority of places. 


Corn, 


Western packers are rushing work to about the ex- 
tent of their capacity and unquestionably are putting 
up very large quantities of a good quality of corn. 
Notwithstanding that the temperature of late has been 
below normal, the nights in particular, the receipts 
have been large at nearly all western factories, yet, 
while this has been the record of the past week or ten 
days, it does not necessarily follow that all packers in 
the West are satisfied with results to date. Some in 
Illinois are not, a very few in Iowa, Ohio and Indiana 
are not, as well as others at isolated points. A good 
many are dissatisfied because they were late in getting 
started, and the touches of frost here and there cause 
some to fear that operations may at any time now be 
suddenly terminated. Reports in general, however, 
show that nearly all western packers are making hay 
while the sun shines. All are as busy as bees. Iowa 
will make a large production this year and [llitidis’ 
pack will be a good one. Factories scattered through- 
out other western states appear to be doing 
exceptionally well at present, and the output of each 
will help swell the total, which promises to be big. 
Ohio packers now expect from 50 to go per cent of a 
pack. The condition of the western New York corn 
crop is excellent and other sections in that state re- 
port improvement. Apparently there is little wanted 
by corn canners in general but for frost to hold off. 
This year’s Maryland production will be of good size. 
Lowland corn in some parts of Maine has already felt 
the effects of frost, although little or no injury has as 
vet resulted from low temperature prevailing in that 
state, while warmer weather, of course, would be bene- 
ficial. As the crop is backward and the weather too 
cool for satisfactory progress, a late fall will be neces- 
sary to offset the delayed start and bring the yield 
per acre up to normal. The indications are that Maine 
corn will continue to be an important factor in the 
markets on account of its quality rather than the quan- 
tity that will be produced. 

Frost fell over a good part of Illinois Sunday night, 
but we cannot hear that any damage was done the corn 
crop, which is coming in to the canneries very freély 
now, several packers reporting that they are com- 
pelled to run at highest speed and full time to care 
for the large receipts. The weekly report of the 
Weather Bureau says concerning Illinois corn that 
“The previous statement that a large proportion of the 
crop will be safe from injury by frost by October 1, 
is confirmed by later reports. As October 11 is the 
average date of first killing frost, in the region of heav- 
iest production, the safety of the crop is reasonably as- 
sured,” 
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Peaches. 

Tue CANNER’s correspondence columns this week 
contain several reports on the peach pack, outside Cali- 
fornia. The tone of these advices is disappointing, in- 
dicating, or rather showing, that the production to date 
is much below expectations. The Eastern peach pack 
is spoken of as follows by one of the best posted com- 
mission houses in Baltimore: ‘‘There is no chance now 
to make a large pack this season, nor even an ordinary 
size pack. While the crop is not the shortest on rec- 
ord, it is so small that any six or eight of the largest 
packers in Baltimore could readily pack all the peaches 
that have arrived in any one day so far.” 

There is a similarity of tone in the comments of 
others, the following, coming from a source having 
many avenues for obtaining information, being a fair 
example: “Arrivals of peaches are not enough to go 
around and as a cogsequence the cost of raw material 
continues very high! Packers have been looking for a 
change right through the season, but so far it has not 
come. As there are a few more weeks in which peach- 
es can be packed, there is, of course, still a possibility 
of a change for the better. However, as the best part 
of the season has gone by and there is no reason why 
peaches should not have been coming to Baltimore, 
if they are on the trees, it is not reasonable to look 
for any decided changes from now on. The condi- 
tions right straight through the season have been 
against very low prices on peaches. Cool weather has 
prevented a glut and packers have paid high prices for 
everything they have packed in the peach line this 
year. It looks as though the season of 1904 will close 
with a pack very much smaller than there was good 
reason to expect shortly before packing season began.” 
Tomatoes-— 

A better feeling prevails in this market on spot to- 
matoes, but there is still no quotable improvement in 
price. Eastern 1903 packed tomatoes remain quoted at 
72¥%4c per doz., delivered in Chicago, and western 
goods, which are in such small supply as not to furnish 
a basis for a real market, at 75c per doz. New pack- 
ing tomatoes to arrive are 77'%2c to 80c per doz., de- 
livered here, for both eastern and western packings. 
Western canners hold firmer views on the value of gal- 
tons. We hear of some who have advanced their 
ideas 5¢ per doz. above prices at which they would 
have sold a short time ago, one western interest now 
asking $2.40, Chicago. While packers apparently en- 
tertain somewhat stronger ideas on tomatoes, the job- 
bers are manifesting no more interest and certainly 
are buying no more goods than at any time during 
the past month. There is in fact hardly any local de- 
mand. Jobbers seem to be well supplied and report 
that retailers, as a rule, have ample stocks to meet 
their nearby requirements. It will take better buying 
it seems before prices can be moved up a peg. New 
York reports a light demand, but advices say that the 
feeling there is stronger, owing to poor crop condi- 
tions. Baltimore quotes for immediate delivery 3s at 
67'4c to 7oc, 2s at 47M%4c to 50c, and gallons at $1.90 as 
Ay lowest. A report from Baltimore says that in spite 
of unfavorable crop reports and the belief that prices 
ought to be higher, buying is not very heavy. 

Cern— 

New western packing standard corn is being quoted 
to arrive at 72™%c per doz., delivered, and it is report- 
ed that 7oc delivered here has been named in one or 
two instances. This is due to the reports from the 


canning sections, which show that receipts of green 
corn have of late been heavy enough in many cases to 
tax the capacity of the factories to care for the product. 
Many packers who three or four weeks ago believed 
their crops would be heavily short now report that they 
expect fair to good yields. The outcome of the corn 
canning season, as far as some of the most important 
packing sections are concerned, seems to depend al- 
inost entirely on how long canning continues; in other 
words, on how much longer killing frost holds off. 
New corn is arriving freely now, being deliveries on 
future contracts. A small lot of new western standard 
was sold on the spot here at 772c per doz. a day or 
two ago. Advices from New York city note that new 
corn is commencing to be received there. Prices on 
1994 packing are firm. Reports from Baltimore show 
that a ig pack of corn is being made in that section 
of the country, which isn't a larger producer of this 
article as compared with the West and New York 
state. Prevailing quotations there are about 60c to 
62'%c per doz., f. o. b., for standard Harford county 
corn, 70c per doz. for standard Maine style and 774 
per doz. for fancy shoe peg. 

Peas— 

Locally, peas continue very quiet. Owing to the 
difference in gradings of various packers, it is hardly 
practicable to quote the market on peas, but, while 
some very good qualities are obtainable at low fig- 
ures, values here are no lower than last week. There 
has not since our last report been any change in the 
feeling on this item. According to reports on the New 
York market, some pretty good peas can be had there 
at from 65c per doz. up. Business has been quiet 
at Baltimore, where standard early Junes are quoted 
down to 65c, sifted Junes at goc to $1.00 per doz, 


Apples— 

Apples, 1904 packing, Michigan standards, are 
offered for fall delivery at $1.85 for gallons and at 
65c per doz. for 3s, delivered. New York state gal- 
lons are offered at $1.90, delivered, for standards and 
$2.00 for better quality. We heard of an offering of a 
special lot of spot Michigan gallons a few days since 
at $1.55, factory, and a lot described as fancy at $1.70, 
factory. Quotations at Baltimore are unchanged, re- 
maining at 65c for No. 3s and $1.75 for gallons. 
Pumpkin— 

Nothing whatever new on pumpkin in this market. 
Business continues extremely dull. We can only re- 
peat that standard No. 3 pumpkin can be bought at old 
figures, 45¢ to 47%c per doz., delivered here. Future 
Indiana No. 3 pumpkin, standard, is offered at soc 
per doz., but buyers are showing no interest at pres- 
ent on the new packing. 
Beans— 

String beans are in fair demand, but this is another 
line which shows nothing new. Values in Chicago are 
unchanged. String beans are as difficult to intelligent- 
ly quote as are peas. However, we hear of some In- 
diana No, 3 standard string beans quoted at 7oc per 
doz., 2s at 50c, 1904 packing, f. 0. b. factory. Balti- 
more is quoting standard No. 3 string beans at 7oc 
and 2s at 47'%c. Gallon string beans are offered bv 
one interest there at $2.00. 
Fruits—- 

California canned fruits are very firm locally in 
sympathy with the strong reports coming from the 
Pacific coast. The California fruit-canning season 
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ended several days since, and deliveries will be short. 
They are likely to be as small as 25 per cent in a few 
instances, and will be from 50 to 75 per cent in most 
cases. This applies to peaches. Other lines are com- 
mented on in this issue by our San Francisco corre- 
spondent, who sees a particularly firm situation on the 
coast. Michigan isn’t turning out its normal pack of 
peaches and the Baltimore output is considerably be- 
low what the canners there expected at the commence- 
ment of canning. The Baltimore market is reported 
steady, with probability of higher quotations on pies. 
A late report from there says in this connection that 
“The largest demand has been for pie peaches, and it 
looks reasonable to anticipate a higher range of prices 
tor them.”” Another Baltimore party writes that quite 
a number of packers there have advanced No. 3 second 
peaches to $1.10 for whites and $1.15 for yellows, 
though it appears that $1.10 will buy some goods of 
this size and grade. Continuing this writer says that 
“Sales of future peaches were sufficiently large to pre- 
vent packers from accumulating any large stock, so 
that really most of them are carrying only moderate 
stocks of peaches at present. At the same time, we 
do not believe that the quantity of peaches sold by Bal- 
timore packers will begin to supply the wants..of the 
trade.” New pack Michigan plums are offered here 
at 65c per doz. for No. 2% standards, delivered with- 
in a 10-cent freight rate. Michigan standard No. 2% 
plums in 10 degree syrup are quoted at 75c per doz. 
delivered, also fancy heavy syrup 3s at goc, delivered. 
Michigan gallon black raspberries are quoted, f. o. b. 
Chicago, by one interest, at $4.25, gallon gooseberries 
at $5.00, gallon red raspberries at $4.50, gallon red 
pitted cherries at $7.50, No. 2 standard Michigan blue- 
berries at 75c. 

Miscellaneous— 

We hear a price of 62%c per doz. quoted on 1904 
packing No. 3 sauerkraut, 50c on No. 3 standard lye 
hominy, 50c on No. 3 standard pumpkin, all f. o. b. 
Indiana factory. Baltimore quotes the following mis- 
cellaneous items: Standard sweet potatoes, 75c per 
doz.; No. 2 cut okra, 70c; No. 3 okra, goc; No. 3 okra 
and tomatoes, 80c; No. 3 standard sauerkraut, 65c; 
No. 2 spinach, 85c; No. 3, $1.00; No. 2 beets, sliced, 
80c; whole, goc; No. 3 beets, sliced, $1.00; whole, 
$1.10. 

Lobster— 

Canned lobster is firm and, the same as with the un- 
canned fish, demand is really greater than the supply. 
A few points along the Atlantic coast report some im- 
provement in the catch. Quotations have undergone 
no changes during the past week. 

Sardines-- 

Sardines continue firm. Offerings from first hands 
for immediate delivery are limited. Eastern advices 
state that the bulk of deliveries is being made on con- 
tract orders. Quarter oils are quoted still at $2.85, f. 
o. b. factory. The pack, sionals is now making bet- 
ter progress and diminution of accumulated orders is 
the result. The tone of the sardine market at primary 
points is satisfactory to the packing interests. A re- 
port from a well known Eastern authority states that 
it will not be possible for some weeks yet to speak 
definitely of future trading, as the delivery on former 
acceptances will occupy the attention of the large can- 
neries for some time to come. 

Salmon— 

The pack of all varieties of salmon in Southeastern 

Alaska up to Sept. 1, according to advices received by 


telegraph from Seattle, Wash., aggregated only 393,- 
800 cases. Few of the canneries equaled their last 
vear’s pack, and, in addition, many establishments were 
closed throughout the entire 1904 season. The total 
shortage in the Alaska salmon pack, according to the 
same advices, is about 400,000 cases. The local mar- 
ket is very firm on pink salmon, which shows a tend- 
ency to advance. Strength has been gained by pink 
through the offer of the Japanese government to buy 
25,000 cases of spot fish, and it is reported that nego- 
tiations for the purchase of this quantity are now in 
progress and likely to be consummated very shortly. 
Late reports from the Nushagah river, Alaska, state 
that the pack of the Portland-Alaska Packers’ associa- 
tion was 37,000 cases, that of the Columbia River 
Packers’ association 31,000 cases, and that of the 
Alaska Packers’ association about 200,000 cases. On 
some of the other rivers, the advice says, practically 
nothing was done. Canning on the Columbia river is 
now practically ended and reports indicate that the 
total production was slightly larger than the 1903 out- 
put. The exact size of the pack will soon be known. 
Fishing has been resumed on the Fraser river for co- 
hoes and medium red. 
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The dried fruit market is quiet, though buyers are 
showing more interest in everything excepting raisins 
and prunes, which remain as dull as when we last re- 
viewed the situation on domestic cured fruits. Peaches 
supply the feature. Advices from California say that 
estimates of that state’s output this season have been 
reduced about 25 per cent from the earliest estimates, 
and that of the total production only about 400 to 450 
carloads remain in the hands of the growers. There is 
a much smaller proportion of standard and choice 
peaches this season than ordinarily, and we hear that 
many handlers have withdrawn entirely on these qual- 
ities, owing to there being so few of them obtainable. 
A coast authority states that there will be a very small 
percentage of the California outturn that will grade 
standard. Prices are firm and show a tendency to ad- 
vance further. New peaches are worth in Chicago 
about 834c per Ib. for extra choice, 8'4c for choice, and 
73%4c for standards. Crawfords are quoted on the 
coast at 7c to 7%c, and Muirs at 7%c to 7c per Ib. 
Apricots— 


Apricots are firm and in more or less demand. As 
compared with peaches, prevailing prices look to be 
low. New goods are quoted in the local market as 
foilows: Choice apricots, 9!%c per lb.; fancy grade, 
lic to 11%c, and extra choice quality about toc per ‘tb. 
Prunes— 


Prunes are unchanged. Distributors are showing 
very slight interest. We hear that new crop Santa 
Clara prunes have been offered on the basis of 13c, 
f. o. b. coast. It is reported in advices from California 
that the prune output may be somewhat affected by the 
weather, which is said to be the hottest ever known 
there. Reports from the coast also state that there may 
be a smaller proportion of prunes turned out this sea- 
son, on account of the cheap prices prevailing for any 
but large sizes. Firm prices are asked for 30-40 
prunes. 

Raisins— 

The unsatisfactory situation on California raisins 

continues. There have been no further developments 
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in regard to the disposition of the surplus of old goods, 
the reported sale of which appears not to have been 
consummated. A steadier market would doubtless en- 
sue from the transfer of the surplus to the Consolidated 
Raisin company. At present, however, the situation 
is unsettled. We hear that seeded, choice grade, have 
been offered at 4c per lb., f. o. b. coast, fancy at 4¥%c 
per Ib., 2-crown loose raisins continue at 2'%c per Ib., 
3-crowns at 2c and 4-crowns at 3 Sc, coast. with old 
seedless, as oripoagegs ay @ rted, 134¢ and old seed- 


less sultanas at 2c, f. o. b. coast. 
Apples— 

Quotations on evaporated apples are unchanged. 
Prices remain as follows: Prime, 5'%4c per lb.; choice

\ very good demand is noted for packers’ cans, and 
advices from other manufacturing centers note sim- 
ilar conditions, the call being principally for No. 2 size 
for corn. An active market is reported from 


cans 
Baltimore for quick deliveries, with scarcity, and in 
consequence prices are higher with some makers. The 


greatest scafcity is in corn cans, indicating that that 
section of the countty will put up more corn than was 
expected at the commencement of the season. Prevail- 
ing prices quoted by the American Can company on 


packers’ cans remiain as follows: No. 1s, $11.00; No. 
2s, $14.50; No. 3s, $19.50; gallons, $45, f. o. b. 
factory. 

Tin Plate— 


Except to repeat that buyers continue to hold off on 
deliveries beyond the close of the canning season, and 
that canning sizes for spot and September delivery con- 
tinte there is nothing new to note in the situ- 
ation, 

The mills, especially the independents, are well 
booked for September and October, but unless buyers 
act soon for the remaining months of the year, present 
large output must be curtailed or stocks will surely 
accumulate. The present attitude of buyers on fu- 
tiites is a natural one in view of the adjustment of 
prices going on in steel billets, but as the last cut made 
by the trust on tinplates was in anticipation of lower 


scarce, 
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steel billet prices, no decline in tinplate prices is ex- 
pected. We quote market unchanged as follows:

THE WEEK IN OTHER MARKETS. 


MAINE, 

Some Maine Corn Factories Running Night and Day. Temper- 
ature Has Been Low and Outcome Is Regarded as Un- 
certain. Conditions in New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont Better Than in Maine. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 12, 1904. 

Epitok CANNER:-—The condition of the sweet corn crop 
of Maine is in such shape that at the moment no one knows 
what the outcome wili be. By this time all know, or should 
know, that the acreage was short, that the season is from 
two to three weeks late, that the nights have been cool to 
cold, and we have had some frost. About all the factories 
are now ruuning, some night and day. 

The lack of sunshine and want of rain have held the 
growing crop suspended and the corn does not fill generally, 
in fact growth is suspended while each day brings us nearer 
to the danger of disaster. Some factories have been so far 
free from any danger resulting from frost, and that is, I 
think, general, but in this section the frost has been light and 
no real danger, and two cases in the eastern part of the state 
report from three to four-frosts, and a loss of forty per cent. 
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Many | have not yet heard from. Such, then, is the present 
state of affairs. It can’t improve, and may grow worse. 

Not for one moment, ‘as at present advised, do I look for 
any such cut down as a 60 per cent delivery unless the packer 
sold more than he was justified in doing. Should frost come 
again (and it may), that will make the conditions worse, but 
a good deal of this is now up to good intent. 

Conditions in New Hampshire and Vermont have been 
better than usual, for, strange as it may seem, the nights there 
have averaged warmer than in Maine. Prices are not quotable. 

Blueberries are being delivered, but so far not in full; at 
present none are being offered. ‘The old figure of $1.15, f. 0. b. 
Portland, still holds good, nominally. 

Apples are dull as well,.while the outlook all over the 
United States and Canada is excellent, as reported to the ex- 
port apple buyers. Gallons can be bought and good ones at 
$1.40, f. o. b. Portland, far below the cost of packing, while 
the small margin in putting up canned fruit has been so well 
rubbed out, I don’t believe our Maine packers will be very 
eager to put up many this fall and winter. 

Canned fish of all kinds are very dull just at present.

Packers Practically Withdrawn on Peaches; Many Oversold on 
Gallon Pie Peeled. Good Demand for Dried Peaches.

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 9, 1904. 

Epiror CANNER :—California canned fruits are particularly 
firm in price, in strong demand, with but a small amount of 
current business being accepted. As I wrote you last week 
there will be absolutely no surplus of cling peaches, free 
peaches, or cherries. There may be a few plums, pears and 
low grade apricots to seil. It may also be possible that some 
canners have one grade or another of the above named fruits 
in small surplus on which they will put a stiff price for dis- 
position at a later date. At present, however, the price on 
frees and clings is practically withdrawn, and many canners 
are oversold on gallon pie peeled. One rash canner who made 
carly sales is reported to have made a statement that he will 
deliver 25 per cent of his cling orders. This of course is 
exceptional. Most canners will be able to make their 75 per 
cent deliveries on the lower grades, with perhaps a slightly 
shorter delivery on the extras. One or two canners claim to 
be in a position to make full deliveries, but undoubtedly they 
made light sales of cling peaches. 

The cling peach packing is practically finished, as there 
are no peaches whatever in the late district. 

DRIED FRUIT. 

Dried peaches are eagerly sought for and almost anything 
that looks like a peach is bringing 6c in the hands of the 
grower. Ungraded. Blenheim apricots are netting the growers 
about 7% to &c. 

Bartlett pears are also rapidly cleaning up at present and 
a fairly bright ungraded lot will bring 7 to 74%4c in growers’ 
hands. 

Prunes show no improvement. The present week is ex- 
tremely suliry and there is an excess of heat over the great 
valleys, varying from fifteen to twenty degrees above normal. 
This will materially assist the drying of prunes and bring 
the handling of the crop to an early finish. Foreign offers 
for Santa Claras vary from 1% to 1%c, but they are few and 
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far between. There is very little domestic business offering ; 
a few orders have been placed at from 1% to 1¥%c, with a 
premium on 40-50s and also a premium on the small sizes 
which figure out to cost little or nothing on this basis. 
There is nothing new in the raisin situation. One day it 
is reported that the deal for the new packers’ combine to fake 
over the old raisins has fallen through and the next day 
that it has not It is very doubttul if an association can be 
formed this season CAL.

Looks Like a Big Pack Future of Tomato Market De- 
pends on the West. Gallon Tomatoes Higher. 
Peach Packing Continues. 


Baltimore, Sept. 12, 1904. 

Epiror CANNER:—The most important feature that has de- 
veloped during the past week in canned goods circles has been 
the scramble for cans, particulariy for corn. Some country 
packers have been giving but little attention to making sales 
of their goods, as the conditions were such that all their 
energy was needed to keep themselves supplied with cans to 
take care of their receipts of raw material. This would indi- 
cate that a very large pack of corn is being put up all over 
the country. Western corn packers have been trying to buy 
cans on this market, as well as the packers in our own imme- 
diate vicinity, and it all indicates that the pack now being 
put up is very large. Two weeks ago corn cans could be 
bought at $14 per thousand, but for immediate shipmeni dur- 
ing the last two days as high as $16 has been paid. The mar- 
ket on corn is as follows:

These figures co uld very likely be shaded for good sized 
orders. 

The situation on tomatoes is extremely peculiar. The re- 
ports that continue to come in from the country do not im- 
prove in the prospect for a crop. Even the sections in the 
middle part of the Peninsula and around Baltimore that up to 
last week had not been reporting much blight, are now re- 
porting damage to the crop on account of the continued dry 
weather. ‘There is no doubt but what a good many tomatoes 
have been packed during the last two weeks, but that was to 
be expected, as this should now be about the height of the 
season. There has been a good demand for tomato cans and 
the price has advanced about $1.00 per thousand for late de- 
liveries, and for immediate deliveries as high as $2.00 to $2.50 
per thousand more than what cans could be bought at two 
or three weeks ago has been paid. If this situation was 
yiewed by itself it would almost indicate that the tomato 
pack was turning out larger than was expected, but the fact 
of the matter is the canmakers in Baltimore are giving the 
whole of their attention to the making of corn cans, out of 
which they can make a better profit, and this has helped to 
make tomato cans for immediate shipment somewhat scarcer 
than they otherwise would have been. In spite, however, of 
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the unfavorable reports from the country regarding the crop, 
the price of tomatoes in the cans remains about the same as 
it has been for the past three or four weeks. Good No. 3 
standard tomatoes can be bought for err ate shipment at 
6714c and for later shipment at 7oc and 72 

There has been a decided advance in og aah of gallons 
and none are now obtainable at less than $1.90 per dozen, 
most of the packers wanting $1.95 to $2.00. Opinions differ 
very greatly as to the future course of the tomato market. 
Some of the most sanguine packers are predicting a $1.00 
price for No. 3 standards before the first of January. Much, 
however, depends on what the Western packers are able to 
do. If their crop is as short as the Eastern crop promises 
to be, then these men who are prophesying a $1.00 market 
will turn out to be true prophets. I have met a good many 
tomato packers during the past week and they nearly all 
agree that the bulk of the packing will be done this week and 
that the season will be virtually over by the 24th of Sep- 
tember. 

In peaches, the past week has been similar to the week 
previous. The arrival of fruit has been large, but not enough 
to keep all the peach packers busy. The consequence has 
been that there has been no glut and break in the raw market. 
As the peach season can’t last more than another week or 
ten days, there is very little possibility for any change for 
the better. One thing that has helped to keep the price of 
raw material so high has been the fact that we have had cool 
weather and an entire absence of warm, moist weather during 
the peach season. For this reason the commission men have 
been able to ship the peaches out to the large cities for quick 
consumption and our Baltimore packers have really never 
had one good day’s work on a soft market. The market 
to-day is as follows:

From present indications it looks as though these figures 
are likely to be advanced in the near future. 

There has been a good demand for sweet potatoes and the 
market is firmer, the lowest figure now being 80c. There has 
also been a good demand for lima beans. In consequence 
of the dry weather this crop is not turning out as good as 
was expected and the lowest figure to-day is goc. All other 
lines of goods have been quiet, but there is no apparent weak- 
ening in prices. It is confidently expected that a heavy busi- 
ness will be transacted in Baltimore between now and _ the 
close of lake and rail navigation, which will be about No- 


vember 15th or 2oth.

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NEW YORK. 
Trade in Tomatoes Continues Very Quiet. Buyers Have Placed 

All the Orders They Care to for the Present. String Beans 

in Some Demand. Interest in Canned Fruit Con- 
fined to Peaches. 
New York, Sept. 12, 1904. 

Epirok CANNER:—While the summer holiday influence 
hadn’t quite left the canned goods market last week, some 
improvement in the situation was reported and it was said 
that conditions justified the belief that the long expected 
business revival was at hand. Jobbers appear fairly busy, but 
they are not prominent buyers at present. Many have sent 
in additional inquiries recently and there is considerable 
activity getting out samples and otherwise preparing for the 
fall trade. As a whole, the markets are said to be in better 
position than ever before this season. ‘The future is certainly 
more promising than it was a month or so ago. 

The tomato prospects are still uncertain, owing solely to 
unfavorable and uneven crop conditions. In many sections the 
output is very problematical because growers say that de- 
terioration has been the rule of late. Packers in some locali- 
ties are firm in their views regarding prices and are gen- 
erally asking Foc f. o. b. factory. In other sections crop con- 
oe ons are more satisfactory and packers are asking but 67'%c 
f b. factory. In view of the uncertz 1inty as to output, neither 
inane nor sellers feel much disposed to do a very extensive 
business and trade is quiet. Several cars of standard Mary- 
land 3s were sold during the week at private terms, but under- 
stood to be a shade under inside quotation. ‘There have been 
offers for other large blocks under similar conditions, but they 
were promptly refused. The quality of goods arriving out 
of this season’s pack is not entirely satisfactory in all in- 
stances, and there may be some rejections later when full 
deliveries are made. Spot prices are: Maryland 2s, 5 = 
57'4c; Marvland 3s, 75 to 7744c; New Jersey 3s, 95c to $1. 
New Jersey gallons, “$2 00 to $2.25; Maryland gallons, pt 
to $2.10. 

The situation in corn is somewhat uncertain, owing to the 
injury the crop has received. from cold’ weather of late. 
Earlier the outlook was considered very promising, but the 
subsequent chilly weather has retarded growth, particularly in 
the northern sections, like New York state, and packers have 
withdrawn irom the market. The latest reports from the 
packing sections of New York state indicate short deliveries. 
Buyers are not worrying much, since, in most instances, they 
have placed about all the orders they care to for the present. 
Later they may want more, but appear to be satisfied to go 
after it in open market. The spot situation is substantially 
as hitherto reported. A few sales are recorded, but they do 
aot amount to much and as long as supplies of fresh stock are 
as liberal as they are now the situation will not change ma- 
serially. Western packers would be glad to dispose of their 
old ‘stock before new pack comes in and some concessions are 
possible, but buyers are not anxious and trade in this direc- 
tion is limited to small quantities. Spot prices are: Now 
York 2s, $1.20 to $1.25; Maine 2s, $1.50 to $1.60; Maryland 
dry packed, $1.12% to $1.15; western, $1.00 to $1.10. 

String beans are in limited demand, with prices favoring 
buyers. It is said that packers would make considerable con- 


uN 


cessions if it would bring them business. Southern limas are 
scarce and packers are experiencing difficulty in obtaining 
sufficient supplies to fili their orders at prices which they 
can afford to pay. Spot prices are: Lima, 2s, $1.25 to $1.35; 
New Jersey 2s, $1.55; baked 3s, 65 to 7oc; fancy, 90 to 95c; 
string southern 2s, 65c; New York‘2s, $1.25 to $1.30. 

About the only point of interest in canned fruits is peaches. 
{t is said that the Baltimore pack will be no larger than 
earlier estimates indicated and that dealers will be obliged to 
pay high prices for what they have. California goods remain 
the same as previously reported, with no indication of im- 
mediate change. Buyers are not piacing large orders, and 
sales, for the most part, are limited to actual requirements. 
Spot prices are: Southern, seconds, yellow, $1.25; standard 
3s, yellow, $1.35 to $1.45; seconds, yellow, 3, white, $1.21% 
to $1.20; pie 3s, $1.10; gallons pie, $2.75; California standard 
lemon cling, 24s, $1.65 to $1.70 extra 2%s, $1.90 to $2.10; 
standard yellow fancy 2%s, $1.40 to $1.50; extra 3s, $2.45 to 
$2.50; gallon pies, $4.00. 

There is a good demand for Alaska salmon in this market, 
the principal a genes free sales on the basis of $1.10, 


less 1% per cent, f. b. coast, with 13'4c added for freight 
from San hnn Lal to New York. Others name $1.17% to 
$1.20 on the spot, depending upon brand. The association 
is still out of the market on futures, but other packers are 
accepting orders at $1.05 to $1.10. ‘The demand for futures 


has ceased to some extent. Spot pink is quiet at 80c, buyers 
not being disposed to pay that price; but there is a good 
demand for futures at 70 to 75c, f. o. b. coast. The market 
is firm on all varieties The spot supply is limited and closely 
controlled. Spot prices are: Alaska red, 1-pound tails, $1.17% 
to $1.234; medium red talls, $1.15; Alaska pink, 8oc. 

Sardines are quiet, but firm at $2.85, f. o. b. Eastport, and 
$3.05, f. o. b. New York for quarter-oils.

NEW YORK DRIED FRUIT MARKET. 
Uncertainty Concerning Raisin Situation; Buyers Refuse to 
Take Hold. Price of Apricots Advanced. More Interest 
Shown in Peaches, Which are Firmer. 


New York, Sept. 12, 1904. 

Epitor CANNER:—The raisin situation is still almost as 
acute as it has been continuously since the season opened. 
Representatives of the principal packing interests on the 
coast say that they know absolutely nothing definite regard- 
ing the outlook and that their principals send them no in- 
formation which they do not give out to the trade. As it is, 
the market here is very unsettled. Buyers refuse to take hold 
until they know something about what is to be done with the 
large carryover and how this season's crop is to be sold. 
The result is stagnation and a series of concessions which 
under ordinary circumstances would attract a good deal of 
attention. Orders have been solicited during the week, sub- 
ject to confirmation, on the basis of 4%c f. o. b. for fancy 
seeded goods. There is some demand for imported sultanas 
and the market is firm under the influence of reduced sup- 
plies. Opening prices on new crop Malagas were: Con- 
noisseur clusters, $2.35; extra dessert, $2.95; Royal Bucking- 
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ham, $3.50 in 22-pound boxes, September shipment. A con- 
siderable business has been done. Spot prices are: Standard 
loose muscatels, 4-crown, 5% to 5!4c; 3-crown, 434 to 5c; 
2-crown, 444 to 43@c; fancy coast seeded, I-pound cartons, 
6% to 64%4c; 12-ounces, 5 to 5%c; bulk, 6 to 6%c; fancy east- 
ern seeded. I-pound cartons, 5% to 5%c: 12-ounce, 4% to 
4%c:; choice eastern seeded, 1-pound cartons, 5% to 5%c; 
bulk fancy, 5!4c; standard seedless muscatels, 4 to 44c; seed- 
less sultana unbleached, 44% to 43¢c; Thompson seedless, 5 
to 5\4c:; London layers, $1.30 to $1.40; Valencia layers, 6%c; 
sultanas, 714 to ge. 

Currants remain quiet. New crop goods have been shipped 
from the other side and the first steamer, due about the middle 
of the month, will bring 1,c0o tons. The market is steady and 
prices are unchanged from last reports. ‘The government will 
give out its official estimate of this year’s crop next week. 
Meanwhile, holders are waiting the official reports before 
naming prices. 

Apricots are wanted and buyers have decided to pay the 
price asked a week ago, but holders have raised their quota- 
tions and practically nothing is now obtainable at former 
figures. The price is up 4 to Ye and offerings are very 
small at those fisures. Spot prices are: Choice, 9% to 10c; 
extra choice, 10% to 10'%c; fancy, I1 to 13¢. 

Buyers have at last made up their minds that peaches will 
be short. Recent estimates place the total output in California 
this season at 700 cars, compared with 1,200 cars of the new 
crop and 400 cars of carryover last season. Prices have ad- 
vanced slightly under the influence of this condition and 
though movement is not active, there is something doing. 
Spot prices are: Choice, 714 to 7%c; extra choice, 8 to 8%c; 
fancy, 91% to Toc. HELLGATE. 


Columbia River Salmon Operations. 

Advices to THE CANNER from Astoria, Ore., state 
the Columbia Rivers Packers’ association has started 
up its freezing plant, and others are expected to do 
the same, so a fall fishing season on the Columbia is 
assured. The run of salmon in the vicinity of Catha- 
met is larger now than it has been at any previous time 
this season. 

The Pillar Rock, Smiley-Sheldon and Seaborg can- 
neries are running to their full capacity, and a number 
of buyers are located at Cathamet purchasing fish for 
shipment to the markets fresh. McGowan’s, which 
was closed down several days ago, is preparing to re- 
sume operations, and the same is reported of the Meg- 
ler cannery at Brookfield.

Federal Judge Invents Canning Machine. 

Federal Judge C. H. Hanford of the United States 
Circuit court at Tacoma, Wash., while listening to 
evidence in numerous contested suits over the own- 
ership of fish canning patents, evolved an idea which 
has resulted in a patented device that the cannery men 
state will come into universal use. 

The invention for which a patent was issued to 
Judge Hanford consists of a machine for putting cov- 
ers upon metal cans after they have been filled, and 
crimping the flanges of the covers to fit the cans snug- 
ly in one operation, while the cans are clamped and 
held rigidly in one position. 

The chief objects of this invention are to simplify 
the mechanism for capping filled cans, to obviate the 
need for successive feed movements and the stoppages 
of cans before the covers are put on, with the conse- 
quent risk of injury to the cans, or the spilling of the 
contents, to expedite the work and economize labor and 
other outlays, by capping and crimping in a single ope- 
ration, and at a single point. The can-holding clamp, 
and divers other devices included in the machine, may, 
however, be used in various other operations pertain- 
ing to the manufacture of cans, or other receptacles or 
to their treatment after manufacture.

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Néw Food Laboratory Established in New 
York. 

[The Agricultural Department's special laboratory, 
established to facilitate the examination of imported 
food products, has just been installed in the appraiser’s 
office in New York, Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, personally inaugurating it. 

A complete chemical laboratory has been a feature 
of the appraiser's office for years, but the new one 
will be regarded as an auxiliary to the larger one al- 
ready in active operation. R. L. Doolittle will be in 
charge of the new laboratory, which is housed on the 


tenth floor of the federal warehouse. Mr. Doolittle 
was formerly Michigan state chemist and is_ well 
equipped for the work mapped out by Dr. Wiley. 


Appraiser Whitehead at New York, who has been 
forwarding samples of imported food suspected of be- 
ing adulterated to Washington for analysis, has begun 
sending the samples to the new special laboratory. Af- 
ter.examination there, it will be decided whether cause 
exists for detaining the whole shipment pending furth- 
ef examination.

Scab Attacks Cucumber Crop in New York 
State. 

Efforts are being made by the Agricultural College 
ot Cornell University to secure the co-operation of 
pickle growers in the vicinity of Wolcott, N. Y., i 
conducting experiments for the extermination of a 
fungus disease which has made its appearance in the 
cucumber fields in that section. 

This ‘year the vines look exceptionally well, but re- 
cently a fungus disease appeared, and resulted in a 
great deal of damage to the crop. The experimental 
station at Cornell University has taken up the matter, 
which Assistant Plant Pathologist H. H. Whetzel re- 
ports on as follows: 

lhe specimen of diseased cucumber has just been received. 
It is affected with scab, a disease caused by a fungus. This 
disease while rather rare is in most cases quite destructive. It 
appeared at the Geneva station in this state in 1887 and was 
reported from Massachuetts in 1892. The dark masses which 
vou see in the center of the spots are masses of the seed or 
spurs of the fungus. These are scattered by the wind or by 
insects and thus infest other cucumbers. So far as I can dis- 
cover no experiments in spraying for this disease have been 
made 

This fungus is very similar to the one 
peaches, which disease has been successfully 
spraying with Bordeaux mixture. It is now 
expect first-class results from spraying this season, but it 
may check the disease to a considerable extent if the dis- 
cased vines are removed and the healthy ones sprayed. If 
the attack is quite general over the entire field I would not 
regard spraying as profitable. I would advise the planting 
of other crops on the land next season, but if cucumbers are 
grown on this patch next year they should be sprayed reg- 
ularly. 

rhe experience which a large pickle grower in New 
York state had this season would indicate that the ad- 
vice in spraying is well worth following. This grower 
sprayed regularly all through the season. Not a par- 
ticle of fungus has appeared and the vines are still 
growing luxuriantly and yielding an immense crop.

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Effects of Bud Selection on Varieties of 
Fruits. 

Alva T. Jordan of the New Jersey Experiment Sta- 
tion, writing in American Agriculturist, says that “In 
the progress of our work we have been rmuch impressed 
with the differences occurring between individuals of 
the same variety in the different kinds of fruits, par- 
ticularly the tree fruits. In a lot of 42 Red Dutch cur- 
rant bushes five were picked out that gave in the five 
crops taken from the plantation 159 ounces each, while 
six others gave an average of 339 ounces of fruit. 

“Trees of the Newman plum on peach stock show 
differences in maturing of 27 days. The later ones 
produce less fruit which is smaller in size than the 
earlier maturing trees. One tree of the late Crawford 
peach matures two weeks and another one week earlier 
than the other trees of this variety. The fruit pro- 
duced is small in size and only a small percentage 
grades No. 1. In Elberta there are trees producing 
four baskets of fruit, of which 85 per cent or more will 
grade No. 1, while from other trees less than two bas- 
kets are obtained with only 40 per cent No. 1 fruit. 

“A Lincoln Coreless pear tree has completely re- 
sisted the attacks of the San Jose scale, while the 
surrounding trees require constant treatment to con- 
trol the pest. As an example of variations that occur 
with fruit the following is noted: Prof. G. H. Powell 
cited the case of three Winesap apple trees standing 
in a row in a block of this variety. Taking the yields 
for four years from the three trees as 100, tree I gave 
45.5 per cent, tree 2, 14 per cent, and tree 3, 40 per 
cent. Tree I gave uniform yields each season, tree 2 
decreased and tree 3 increased in yield each year. 

“These differences emphasize the fact that great 
variations occur between individual plants of the same 
variety. Variations that enable a plant to better adapt 
‘tself to differences in environment are the ones that 
persist, the others perish. A distinction must be made 
between those variations tliat are accidental, occurring 
one year and not another, and those that are notice- 
able in several successive seasons. Then the practical 
question is, Are these differences and variations hered- 
itary? If so we have at once a distinct and definite 
basis for improvement in the growing of fruits, partic- 
ularly the tree fruits. 

“The bud is the individual unit, the basis for work, 
and the great problem to soive is, Can the desirable 
qualities of a tree or a part of a tree be transmitted 
through the use of selected buds to the future tree? 
To my knowledge no direct promological experiments 
along these lines have been conducted. The existence, 


however, of bud spots and of varietal strains that are 
readily perpetuated by budding or similar means of 
propogation is good evidence of the transmissibility 
of desirable qualities through the buds. 

“With proper diligence and care we may accomplish 
in the orchard fruits results similar to those obtained 
with plants of shorter life periods. Thus, for instance, 
a New Jersey tomato grower has developed by selection 
a variety of early tomato that upon our grounds for 
three seasons has given double the yield obtained from 
the Early Ruby purchased from a reputable seedsman. 

“These various illustrations show emphatically the 
importance of good ‘blood’ in fruit growing. In the 
past, little attention has been paid to the source of 
buds used in propagation. The demand has been for 
larger, vigorous, well formed trees, and buds were 
taken in very many cases from trees in the nursery 
row. ‘Those variations toward larger fruitfulness and 
better quality, etc., have been in great measure ig- 
nored. The business fruit grower of the future, how- 
ever, will look to it that the buds for propagating his 
trees shall come from trees with the fruiting tendency 
strongly developed and that show other desirable qual- 
ities year after year.” 





Simple Method of Testing Seed Corn, 


One of the simplest methods of testing seed corn, 
and one which requires little attention, is to fold up 
25 or 50 kernels of the corn in a piece of wet paper 
and put it in a box. There is nothing better than a 
cigar box for this purpose. The paper should be thor- 
oughly wet and several thicknesses used, so that it will 
not dry out. It is well to place some moistened pieces 
of paper in the bottom of the box and again on top of 
the samples to hold the moisture. 

In order to make a thorough test it will be well to 
prepare at least five or six samples like the one de- 
scribed above. They should all be put into the same 
box and a string tied around it, so as to hold the cover 
on tight, to prevent the corn from drying out. At the 
end of three days it will be well to examine the corn, 
and if the papers are getting dry they can be mois- 
tened. At the end of five days the final examination 
should be made.

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Commercial Uses of Apricot Kernels 

United States Consul-General Robert P. Skinner, 
Marseilles, France, in a report to the Department of 
Commerce at Washington on the commercial uses of 
apricot kernels, says: 

In reply to a series of questions propounded by a 
California correspondent, I have to say that both 
the sweet and bitter almond oil of commerce are usu- 
ally obtained from apricot pits, which are much cheaper 
than the true sweet and bitter almonds, and yield a 
product approximately as valuable. In this part of 
France, where apricots are grown on a very large scale 
and manufactured into jelly and marmalade, the pits 
are carefully preserved and dried, and are usually tak- 
en by the manufacturers of oils and essences at Grasse, 
\lpes Maritimes. Considerable quantities of these 
kernels are also imported. The Prunus armeniaca men- 
tioned by my correspondent yields an oil analogous to 
that of the bitter almond and known commercially un- 
der this designation. The pits, after having been dried 
in the sun, are cracked by hand, and it is essential that 
the kernel be obtained in an unbroken and unbruised 
condition. 

Sweet almonds and the pits of apricots the kernels 
of which yield a relatively sweet oil are crushed with 
their brown skins; bitter almonds and the kernels of 
the Prunus armeniaca are first relieved of their pel- 
licles. 

The kernels of sweet almonds and analogous fruits 
yield a fatty oil and an unformed ferment called 
“emulsin.”” These substances are also found in bit- 
ter almonds and in the Prunus armeniaca, and in ad- 
dition thereto, amygdalin, a glucose, found as a white 
crystalline substance. Sweet almonds yield from 40 
to 50 per cent of oil, bitter almonds from 30 to 45 
per cent, and the kernels of the Prunus armeniaca 28 
per cent. The oil of the Prunus armeniaca is yellow 
and limpid, and contains a small quantity of hydrocy- 
anic acid. It is ordinarily mixed with two parts of 
olive oil, and quickly becomes rancid. 

The manufacture of the oil is an incident necessary 
to the subsequent extraction of the essence. While 
the oil is used not only for medicinal purposes, but 
as an illuminant, and even as a salad oil, the essence 
has a high commercial value, and is produced upon a 
large scale at Grasse, which is the world’s center of 
perfume production. 

I have no present satisfactory information in regard 
to the extent of the market or the prices. At retail the 
oils sell at from 29 to 31 cents a liter (1.05 quarts.) 
The undecorticated pits are quoted at from $9.65

New Seedless Apple. 

H. Ballard Dunn, writing in “California Fruit 
Grower,” states that the new seedless apple developed 
by John F. Spencer of Grand Junction, Colorado, bids 
fair to have a more revolutionary effect upon the ap- 
ple growing interests of the country than even the 
seedless orange upon the orange interests. The effect 
will be mere revolutionary for the reason that the ap- 
ple interests are larger than the orange interests and 
the market for both apples and apple trees is larger. 
Apples can be grown in any country, oranges are 
grown only in the tropics; apples might well be called 
necessities, while oranges are luxuries; there are bar- 
rels of apples sold where one orange is sold. 

This wide extent of the interests effected makes the 
development cf the new apple the most important thing 
that has taken place in the fruit growing world for 
many years, and when it is known that seedless apple 
nurseries have been established in Utah, Idaho, Cali- 
fornia, Missouri, Michigan, New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Pennsylvania and Canada, in addition to the 
home nursery at Grand Junction, Colorado, all within 
a few weeks, the rapidity with which the new apple 
is being taken up can be appreciated. 

The new apple has many features that make it of 
special advantage, in addition to the seedless nature. 
This feature is the most important, however, for in 
addition to removing a disagreeable feature a saving 
of nearly one-fourth is made, for in the language of 
the schoolboy, “Ther aint goin’ to be no core.” But 
the very absence of seed makes the apple wormless. 
It is a known fact that the apple worm lives off the 
seed, and there being no seed there is nothing to sus- 
tain the worm, even though it may be hatched.” 

The trees are almost blossomless, and the lack of 
blossoms makes trees undamageable in cold weather. 
Late frosts leave the seedless apples still bearing, al- 
though the ordinary apple trees, growing alongside 
them, may be barren. This has been proven in Mr. 
Spencer’s orchard at Grand Junction. 

The tree has a hard, smooth bark and is not near- 
ly so likely to be injured by insects as the ordinary 
tree, both for this reason and on account of the lack

of blossoms, the latter place being where the codling 
moth deposits its eggs. 

Mr. Spencer, the developer of the new apple, is a 
modest, unassuming man, an old fruit raiser, and 
during his labors and experiments, extending over a 
dozen years, he never breathed his purpose to any one, 
and for months after success had crowned his efforts 
he said nothing about it, and his secret was learned 
only by accident. In his orchard at Grand Junction 
he has two thousand trees, with which the orchards of 
the world will be stocked. Already the Colorado fruit 
belt is responding and in a few years the Grand river 
valley from Grand Junction to Glenwood Hot Springs, 
where the canyon closes in, will be dotted with seedless 
apple orchards. 

When it is remembered that the seedless orange 
crop of last year came from six original slips, you can 
image the effect of the two thousand trees in Spen- 
cer’s seedless apple orchard.
